The department of transportation shall7

conduct a study with the goal of identifying the most8

beneficial and cost-effective way to reduce the number9

of uninsured persons operating motor vehicles on the10

highways of this state, including the possibility of11

creating a motor vehicle insurance compliance database.12

The department may invite interested parties to13

participate in the study, including but not limited to14

representatives from the department of public safety,15

the insurance division of the department of commerce,16

law enforcement agencies, the private insurance17

community, and the general public. On or before18

January 1, 2016, the department shall submit a report19

to the governor and the general assembly providing the20

department’s findings and recommendations, including21

any proposed legislation.>>22
